and destroyed several houses. 
The village of Campo Doleino was 
flooded and at Sondrio the water un ­ 
dermined the provincial palace and 
caused it to collapse. 
The founda­ 
tions of the prefectural palace also 
were weakened. The entire city may 
be inundated. 
The Valtellina re­ 
gion in Lombardy was flooded. Nine 
persons were reported drowned when 
the river Adda inundated the coun­ 
try-side.

COOLIDGE 
THINKS NAVY AND 
ARMY RECEIVING SUFFICI­ 
ENT APPROPRIATIONS 
By HERBERT LITTLE 
(United Presa Staff Correspondent) 
Washington, Sept. 27.— President 
Coolidge took issue today with Rear 
Admiral Thomas P. Magruder, whose 
criticism of the efficiency 
of 
the 
navy has stirred government circles 
here. 
Mr. Coolidge believes, It was an­ 
nounced at the White House, that 
both the navy and army are receiv­ 
ing sufficient appropriations to be 
efficiently administered, that officials 
at present in charge are doing well 
in their allotment* of expenditure?, 
and that both branches of the v*rar 
service must he kept highly officered 
uh Insurance for protection. 
Mr. Coolidge does not believe that 
any set, of men could spend $700,- 
000,000 n year (as is spent on the 
arilli and navy), without encounter­ 
ing some criticism as to how some 
part of it could have been better 
disbursed. 


Magruder’s articles criticising the 
navy have been read by the presi­ 
dent and a** he does not consider 
himself an expert on naval alfaki 
he doe* not desire to pass any cHti- 
elsin on the value of the rear ad­ 
miral's statements. 
Fie feels that 
nome of the 
admiral’s 
suggestions 
may he helpful and worthy of in­ 
vestigation. 
He i* desirous of hav­ 
ing a first class military establish­ 
ment and wants to bring expendi­ 
tures for that purpose to a reason­ 
able amount. 


The country is well able to meet 
the present expenditures, Mr. Cool­ 
idge thinks, without feeling undue 
burden. 
It is his main desire not 
so much to reduce expenditures as to 
nee that appropriated money Is wise­ 
ly expended to get the best possible 
army and navy. 


Mr. Coolidge does not think that 
the navy Is over-off leered as Magru- 
der charged. 
He thinks there ought 
to he a large supply of officers on 
hand.
